Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner agreed that claims limited to at least 95% identity to 
the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 45 plus functional language would be consistent with the written description guidelines 
(i.e., Ex. 14), and would be consistent with Applicants' invention reasonably encompassing human variants. "Naturally- 
occurring variant" daim language is not attematively wan-anted, because the instant specification describes no 
naturally-occum'ng variants except for the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 45. Accordingly, the claims should not further 
require amendment to "human" polypeptides with the 95% language, because this is redundant. In contrast, no 
limitations related to comprising/having an extracellular domain (e.g., a.a. 77-310, etc.) would be allowable for the 
reasons made of record. Applicants agreed to delete any recitation related to extracellular domain (i.e., claims 22c, 30, 
etc), in order to place this application in condition for allowance..

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or Is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
